killed outright or were burned 
to 


death in the fire that broke out in the 
wreckage, immediately arier the col- 
lission. 
The names of all the dead 


will probably never 
bo* known, as 


forty-live of the bodies were con- 
sumed in the flames, or were so bad- 
ly burned that identification is 
im- 


possible. 


Thirty-eight people were 
injured, 


and several of these will die. Eighty 
others escaped unhuvt, but lost nearly 
all their baggage and clothing. 


The disaster was caused by a blund- 


er of some employe of the railroad 
company, but just where the blame 
lies has not as yet been determined. 
The passenger train, which was load- 
ed with Russian Jews, Servians and 
Poles, all of them recent arrivals in 
'this country and bound for Chicago or 
places in the northwest, was the sec- 
ond section of a through train from 
Baltimore.

a long needle, the local polico anJ 
county detective Phillippj decided to 
withdraw the warrant that had been 
issued for the arrest of Katie Burke, 
the girl who was suspected of having 
caused Dougherty's death. 


Tho authorities are of the opinion 


that the girl is innocent of murder- 
ous intent. 
She says that she had 


been mending her brother's clothing 
with a long needle used hereabouts 
in mending miners' heavy outer cloth 
ing, and that on going down town 
in the evening, she stuck the pin in 
the bosom of her dress. 
Dougherty 


who had been her sweetheart, hailed 
her and asked her to take a walk 
with him. He attempted to embrace 
her and the point of the needle that 
was in her dress, caught in his vest, 
while the "eye," or blunt end rested 
against her corset. 
In the embrace, 


the needle was forced into his body, 
through the fifth rib and into the 
cavity between the pericardium and 
the heart. 
Hemorrhages

HE JOURNAL'S readers have heard much 


in the past year about the passage of the 


bill regulating railroad rates, the pure food law, 
and the measure compelling the packers to de- 
sist from poisoning us with "embalmed beef." We 
have been congratulating ourselves upon the great 
victories won for the people, and felicitating our- 
selves that the voice of the nation is stronger at 
Washington than is the voice of the corporations., 
Even President Roosevelt has fostered the delu- 
sion by calling for the re-election of a Rqntblican 
congress to support him in his work of reform.
